CALLING HER FROM THE BACK PORCH 


Mrs. Dawson COmpelied to Appeal to the 
Police for Protection—Thei Latest De- 
velopments in the Scandalous Case, 


CHARLEston, S. C., July 10.—[Special.]— 
The McDow verdict and the incidents con- 
nected with it has by no means passed out of 
public notice. The resolutions adopted by the 
ministerial union on Monday last denouncing 
the crimes of adultery and murder, were di- 
rected directly at McDow’s peculiar “‘little in- 
discretion,” and will be followea up on Sunday 
next by special sermons on the subject. <At 
tie meeting in question were the pastors of 
the Methodist, Baptist, Presbyterian, Lu- 
theran, Episcopalian, Huguenot and Congre- 
gational churches. The Rev. Dr.. Horn, the 
pastor of St. John’s Lutheran church, at 
which McDow worships, and where he re- 
ceived an ovation on the Sunday following his 
acquittal, 

WAS NOT AT THE MEFTING. 

There was much talk on the streets today 
about the case. it is known that Mrs. Daw- 
son, the widow of the murdered editor, 
appealed tothe police authorities for protec- 
tion yesterday, and that a policeman was 
stationed on her premises. The lots of McDow 
and Dawson are nearly contigious, the one 
being on Rutledge and the other on Bull 
strect. From the back piazza of McDow’s 
house he can converse with a person on the 
back piazza of Captain Dawson's house, and 
during his laison with the Swiss maid, McDow 
could easily scale the back yard fence, and get 
access to Dawson’s lot. It is said that yester- 
day afternoon McDow, from his back piazza, 
Aitempted to

who reported the fact to Mrs. Dawson, and it 
is said that he repeated ‘the attempt later in 
the evening. This led Mrs. Dawson to ask po- 
lice protection. Another story that is going 
the roundsis to the eifect that all the MeDow 
jurymen were seen before the trial,and that one 
white juryman,who has been drunk ever since 
the verdict, was heard to say in a barroom on 
the night the verdict was rendered, that Mitch- 
ell, the assistant counsel for the state, might

We doubt that, under the 
circumsiances, the result would have been 
different if, in bis confession, Dr. McDow had 
admitted that he

attorneys might have saved the state 
the unutterable shame of this 
judicial travesty, had they moved to squash 
the indictment fer murder upon the ground 
that there was nostatute of South Carolinia 
providing that the killing of F. W. Dawson 
Was & punishable offense.’’

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SHOT DEAD BY A VOLUNTEER. 
A North Carolina Soldier Engages in a 
Fatal Row.

In the dispute he gathered a rock 
with his one hand, which seemed to anger the 
party and they chased him through the train 
standing in the sirect into tho shop of Best, 
where the party attempted to beat him. Best 
sought to protect the boy, during which Best 
alleged ine received several blows. Afterwards 
the parties came out in front of the barber 
shop, and Bestand one of them got into an- 
other altercation, in which best was knocked 
down, and on rising began to cat at his antag- 
onist with arazor, aud followed him up some 
paces, cutting at the retreating form of the 
soldier, When ho or a companion drew a pistol. 
Best staried torun and was shot down, the 
ball striking a rid and glancing around the 
body.

WILL BE BROUGHT BACK, 


Martin Burke’s Extradition Ordered—LEecggs 
Still in Jail. 

Wiwyirpea, Man., July 10.—Argnment in 
the proceedings for the extradition of Mar- 
tin Burke, under ‘indictment in Chicago for 
the murder of Mr. Cronin, was conciuded here 
this afternoon, and Judge Bain gave an order 
for his extradition. 

The judge explained that he had given judg- 
ment immediately, as the” full court was now 
sitting, and the question could be brought be- 
fore them immediately on an application fora 
writ of habeas corpus. Burke was then re- 
moved to jail. An application will be made 
to the department of justice at Ottawa at once 
for burke’s extraditicn, but the priscner wi!l 
be given tifteen days’ grace in which to appeal 
from Judge Lain’s decision. 

THE WRIT DENIED. 

CHICAGO, July 10.—J"¢¢e Tuley in the cir- 
cuit court this morning deciined to issve 4 
writ of habeas corpus in the case of John 
Beggs, senior guardian of No. 20 Cian-na-Gael, 
now in jail under indictment charging him 
With conspiracy to murder Dr. Cronin. The 
Writ Was asked in order that the prisoner 
might be brought into court for a hearing on 
the question of his admission to bail. The 
state opposed it in order to avoid diselosing 
the nature of the evideuco against the accused 
at the present time.

PHILADELPHIA, July 10.—The steel govern: 
ment cruiser ** Baltimore,” the third construct- 
ed by the Messrs. Cramp, and the most form- 
idabie of the new navy, started dowd the river 
this morning for a three day’s trial trip at sea, 
for the porpose of making athborough test cf 
the improved machinery and sea going qualt- 
ties of the vesel.

FLOOD IN 


PARTICULARS OF THE 
NEW YORK, 


TAKING THE DEAD FROM THE DEBRIS 


A Dozen Lives Loat at Johnstown, N. Y.— 
The Bridges Washed Away and Rail- 
road Tracks Gone. 


ALBANY, N. Y., July 10.—A special to the 
Union, from Johnstown, New York, says: 
Wifteen persons were carried @own Cayadutta 
creek last night. Four bodies were recovered 
this morning. The heavy rains last night 
choked the streams and flocded districts. 
Schriever’s mill, in tiis place, was carried 
away. Twenty persons were on Ferry street 
bridge when the arch fell into the rushing 
toricnt, Which was filled with wreckage, and 
human cries for help alarmed the residents. 
Chief MeDonaid, with President Northrup, of 
the village police, Justice Anderson and 
others organized a searching expedition. 
Lanterns were procured, and the party went 
along the stream with ropes to assist in the 
rescuc. One person was scen splashing and 
plunging in the water near the Johnstown, 
‘onda and Gloversville railroad bridge, one 
quarter of amile down the stream. As lhe 
floated past those on shore he cried: 

“por GOD’S SAKF, HELP ME!” 

Ile was swept by in the current so close 
to the shore that a man who was ina boat se- 
cured toa pile cf wreckago got hold of him, 
but owing to the swift current was- unable to 
hold him, and he was swept under the doating 
driftwood. 

Two other persons came down a moment 
later, clinging to a plank and shouting for hiclp. 
They were swept out of sight below the raul- 
road bridge. 

RECOVERING THE DEAD RODIES. 

At 4a. m. the body of Brit Speedwell, fifteen 
vears of age, was recovered from the debris at 
this place. An hour later Albert Soakley was 
pulled out from under driftwood that had 
lodged back of Evans’s mills. Soon after the 
body of a man named Treadwell was found in 
the same place. At a.m. the body of Cliarles 
F rear, fifty-live years of age, acarpenter, was 
recovered from under the wreck at Ivans’s 
mills. 

The bodies are badly bruised. They 
reinoved to police aeadquarters, where 
will remain pending a coroner’s inquest. 

Charles Abbott was carried down from the 
Ferry street bridge to the dam, which he went 
over, going down the distance of sixtecn feet, 
but he miraculously sneceeded in swimming

Peter Evin, a stonemason, says he went 
down with fifteen others and was carried. under 
erry Street bridge, but succeeded in getting 
out below.

SCENES OF DESOLATION, 

JOUNSTOWN, N. Y¥., July 10.—The water 
Which came up over this village last night has 
subsided greatly this morning, but has left 
ECO of desolation in every direction. The 
water reached fifteen feet and overflowed 
evervthing. It has now fallen about eight feet 
below its highest point. Ten people are re- 
ported missing. The bodies of four have been 
recovered. These four are all Johnstown 
people 

Those whose bodies are recovered are Charies 
Frear and two other men, named Soakicy and 
Yost, and a fourteen-year-oid by named 
Sieadwell, The drowned and missing people 
were among the crowd of from thirty to fifty 
ersons Wwiio stood on the stone bridge crossing 
le river at Perry street. 

WATCHING THE RISING WATELS, 

They seemed regardless of the danyzer until 
the bridge gave way and they were precipi- 
tated intothe fleod. The bridge wa about 
twenty feet high and fifteen or tweaty feet 
wide. lt wasa single arch structure aid was 
erossed by the street car track. Thestone 
bridge was swept away at about seven O*lock 
in the evening. Two iron bridges of the Jthns- 
town, Fonda and Gloucester railway yere 
vrecked, and seven or eight other bridges vere 
carried away. Two tanneries, owned by Sinton 
Schriever, were swept away,and Schriever ad 
Anderson dams were broken down. 

THE RAGING CREEK. 

The water in Cayadutta creek began to rise 
at 4:59 and the stream was soon converted into 
a raging torrent of men, women and children 
who were thrown into the water by the break- 
ing of Stone bridge A Jarger number were 
saved by means of ropes thrown to them from 
the shore. 

This morning the fire department, under 
direction of Chief H. A. Thompson, is en- 
caged in the search for more bodies. The 
water is still very rough and dangerous for 
boats. } 
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The final and fatal rise in Cayadutta 
Was very sudden, and is attributed to the ef- 
fects of the cloudburst. Besides the sweeping 
away of bridges and tannerics, there is much 
damage tothe bnildings which are yet left 
standing. The electric light plant was washed 
out and the town left im darkness for the 
night. Ail communication by wire is cut, 
save through a long distance telephone, over 
which this message is sent. 
AN OFFICIAL RETURNS. 

ALBANY, N. Y., July 10--Superintendent of 
Public Works Shannon and his assistant, 
John E. Ashe, has just retnrned from the 
region of the floods at Johnstown and Fonda. 
They give the following information: At 
Akin three miles west of Amsterdam, 400 feet 
of the New York Central’s track have been 
washed away. At Fonda the highway bridge 
spanning Cajaydutta creek is gone, The 
Centrn] railroad bridge, adjacent to the village 
of Fonda, hag, been swept away. What is 
known as DeGraffa’s bridge, midway between 
Tribes Hill and Fonda, with four tracks of 
the Central railroad was carried away. The 
water is three feet deep in the streets of 
Fonda. The celiers are flooded and there is 
much surface damage. 

The plank road leading to Johnstown from 
Fonda was sweptaway. Two miles west of 
Fonda the Central track was carried away for 
a distance of five hundred feet. At Johns- 
town and in its immediate vicinity nine 
bridges were destroyed. A stone culvert in 
Johnstowu, upon which were standing & num- 


é ber of persons, was swept out and eight lives 


were lost. Between Tribes Hill and Fonda the 
West Shore road isaccommodating travel and 
is being strained to its utmost capacity. Sev- 
erai miles of freight cars are stranded between 
Amsterdam and Johnstown. The only dam- 
age dune to the canals is double Jock 28 of the 
rie canal bank on the side having caved in. 
Navigation is not suspended, as the other side 
of the lock was not injured.

AN EXCITING RIDE 


FROM THE BATTLEGROUND TO NEW 
ORLEANS. 


NEWSPAPER MEN AND THE ROUGHS 


The Pugilists and Their Friends Aitempt to 
Bulldoze the Reporters and Capturea 
Train, But the Matter was Settled. 


Mempents, Tenn., July 10.—The most sen- 
sational incident of the fight, and one that 
promises to be tragic in its consequences, has 
not yet been told. It arose from the effort on 

» part of the Associated Press to ‘‘scoop”’ 
all its competitors in getting the first news of 
the battle to wire at New Orleans. In order to 
accomplish this, a special train was chartered 
for the exclusive use of the Associated Press 
and its staff of ten reporters, with the proviso 
that the train was to be limited toa locomotive 
and one passenger coach. In furtherance of 
this scheme it was agreed between the repre- 
sentatives of the Associated I’ress and Super- 
intendent Tyler, of the Queen and Crescent 
tohave this locomotive and coach in 
readiness at a point half a mile distant from 
the battle ground, around a bend, where it was 
not visible to these who stood at the Richburg 
depot.

THE ATTEMPT TO RUSH BY. 

After the fight and-before the spectators had 
left the ground, the Associated Press reporters 
rushed to the track, and aitera run of half a 
mile, boarded the truin assigned to them, and 
for which they had contracted-with the com- 
pany. The understanding was that once 
started, the train was to rush by Richburg ata 
speed that made it impossible for any but 
those who had aright te be there, to occupy a 
position in the coach. About 1 o’clock the 
Associated Press special started,and proceeded 
down the track at the rate of thirty-five miles 
an hour, and there is no doubt that the rate of 
speed would have prevented the embarkation 
on that trainof any of the immense crowd 
that were waiting at Kichburg. Just here, 
through a blunder of the road master, ora 
preconcerted plan to rush Kilrain out of the 
state, the Associated Press special was flagged 
at Richburg, and the engineer, in obedience to 
the sigual, began to slow up. 

SEIZED BY THE TOUGHS. 

AS soon as the train hove in sight the crowd 
of pugilists began to prepare to get aboard, 
and the slowing up gave them the opportunity 
they desired. Conspicuously eager to get 
aboard were the special correspondents of the 
northern and eastern papers, who were mak- 
ing desperate efforts to send the first news of 
the battle to their respective papers. 
Just as the train got to a 
point oppcsite the depot at tich- 
burg a rush to get aboard was made 
by an eager crowd of toughs and correspon- 
dents. Ateitherend of the coach stood an 
Associated Press representative guarding the 
means of ingress, and warning all that the 
train was a special one, chartered by the Asso- 
ciated Press, and that none but its employes 
had aright toenter. This warning was disre- 
garded. In an instant the rear and front 
platforms were packed with a _ fierce 
crowd of pugilists, who forced their way into 
the coach, despite the protests of the Associated 
Press sentinels. Among the first to enter 
were Charley Mitchell, one of _ Kilrain’s sec- 
onds; St. Joe Kid, and a muititude of others 
of the shorthaired fraternity, whose muscular 
prowess made resistance hopeless. In less 
time than it takes to,.tell it, the coach was 
filled, not only by pugilists but by the ener- 
getic and wide-a-wake special correspondents. 

AN ATTEMPT TO UNCOUPLE. 

While this was going on, the two coaches 
containing Kilrain and bis friends .were hur- 
ried forward tothe main track, and coupled on 
tothe Associated Press special. Lfefore the 
train was in motion, the <Associated Press 
agent, in charge of the train, realizing that 
his efforts fora ‘‘scoop’’ were about to be 
foiled, instructed all of his men to mount the 
tender with the view of cutting off the tender 
and engine, and leaving the coaches on the 
ground. J. J. Hogan, of the Associated 
Press staff, was assigned to the duty of un- 
coupling the car. and was in the act 
of doing so whena Denver tough of gigantic 
proportions put his hand to his hip-pocket, 
drew his revolver and threatened

who removed the coupling. Hogan, nothing 
daunted, asked his chief for further instruc- 
tions. The situation was extreme!y critical. 
Both sides were excited and determined. The 
were unequal.

There 
was no question that the men beliind the Den- 
ver tough would not have hesitated to take 
human life in the endeavor to prevent the un- 
coupling of the engine.

AFRAID OF MISSISSIPPI MILITIA. 

Another element of the danger lay in the 
fact that Mitchell and his friends feared that 
if the train was uncoupled they would be left 
at the mercy of the police officers of Missis- 
sippi, who were hunting them The manager 
in charge of the Associated Press train, hes- 
itating toinvolve the loss of life in his en- 
deavor toget first to New Orleans, instructed 
his men to suspend operations for 
a few moments while he _ endeavored 
to accomplish, by ciplomacy, what 
he could not by force. His first 
endeavor was to enlist the services aud co-ope- 
ration of Charley Mitcholl, who was. the ac- 
knowledged leader of the crowd. Among 
Mitcbell’s friends who were also parties to the 
negotiation was ‘‘Parson’’ Davies, of Chicago. 
Mitchell alleged that all he insisted upon was 
to be carricd outside the limits of Mississippi. 

BEYOND THE DANGER OF ARREST. 

Finally Mitchell guaranteed to protect the 
Associated Press engine and tender from any 
interference by the crowd aboard the coaches, 
provided he aud his party were to besafely 
delivered in Louisiana beyond the fear of 
arrest. This arrangement was faithfully car- 
ried out by both parties, Mitche!! going so far as 
to place at the service of the Associated Press 
any number of his men necessary to secure 
the fulfillment of his partof the contract.

The pardon of John J. Cornelison by 
Governor Buckner, of Kentucky, recalls a 
celebrated case. 

Kive years ago Lawyer Cornelison pub- 
licly assaulted Judge Ktichard Reid, of the 
superior court, With a cowhide... Judge 
Reid was a law-abiding man and a Chris- 
tian gentleman. Ile could not get his con- 
pent to murder Cornelison, and he could 
not live under the mortification of the out- 
rage which had been inflicted upon him. 
He committed suicide, and public opinion 
flamei up to such a high pitch of indigna- 
tion that his assailant was sentenced to 
three years in jail, although his offense was 
a simple misdemeanor, and there was no 
law punishing it by confinement without 
the aiternative of a fine. 

Cornelison has tried for years to obtain 
his release by appeals and by writs of 
habeas corpus, but has always failed. The 
governor respited him twice, and now has 
granted a pardon on the ground that he is 
an incurable invalid and has already been 
punished by a long imprisonment. 

Under the circumstances, this is probably 
the best disposition of the case, and yet it 
must be admitted that the lawyer who at- 
tacks a sage court judge with a cow- 
hide a very serious offense, and 
should wie x1 to suffer a severe penalty. 
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ME a Trusts. 

Now that the Georgia legislature is ready 
for business'it may be well to eall its at- 
tention to the steps that the legislatures of 
other states are taking in their efforts to 
break down the trusts. 

The legislature of Michigan has gone 
further than that of any other state, and 
the bill which it has adopted is not the pro- 
duciion of a professional politician. It was 
drawn by a lawyer who has been chief jus- 
tice of the state supreme court, and who 
may be said to be out of — The en- 
acting clause of the bill passed bythe Mich- 
jgan legislature for the suppression of trusts 
isas follows:

duction or the quantity of any article or commodir 
to be raisel or proéuced by mining manufacture® 
agriculture, or any other branch of business or labor, 
or to enhance, coutrol, or regulate the market 
price thereof, or in any manner to prevent 
or restrict free competition in the production or 
pale of such article or commoudity, shall be ut- 
terly illegal and void and every such contract, 
agreement, understanding, and combination shall 
constitute a criminal conspiracy. 

The various labor organizations are ex- 
cepted from the provisions of the bill, 
which is aimed only atthe combinations of 
capital that seek to control the price, dis- 
tribution and production of anything for 
Which the people have to pay. ‘These com- 
binations are declared illegal and their acts 
and contracts Voidin civil law and felon- 
fous in criminal law. 

While other states are moving in the mat- 
ter, Georgia may as well put herself in a 
position to take the trusts by the throat.

Literary L Lif fe in the Metropolis. 

We sre gradually coming to the conclu- 
sion that literary lifein New York City is 
very, very gay. The authors and the au- 
thoresses, the poets and the poetesses, have 
little societies of their own. They meet 
together frequently, having their social, 
their poetical and their all-around literary 
evenings. They hold meetings and attend 
receptions, and have the most beautiful en- 
tertainments to be found east of Indiana. 

Asa matter of fact, the strictly literary 
features of New York society are taken 
bodily from the constitution and by-laws of 
the ‘‘wesiern association of poets and 
prose writers,’? which has its headquarters 
in Wisconsin, so that a visiting literateur, 
especially if he is from the provincial re- 
gions, is reasonably sure of a warm wel- 
come.

The Senate. 

Yesterday’s session of the senate was de- 
voted to the dispatch of business in hand 
rather than to the introduction of new matter, 
and within an hour the secretary’s desk had 
been cleared. 

Both the two new bills were introduced by 
Senator Hall and both will be of interest, one 
as a jail bill and the other as an evidence of 
the growth of co-operation. 

The discussion of Senator Bartlett’s bill to 
relieve jailers of the obligation to take United 
States prisoners into their custody has called 
attention to the fact that the understanding of 
the power of the jail keepers to discipline re- 
fragtory prisoners is excee dingly vague. It is 
so vague that Jailer Birdsong was recently 
fined fifty dollars fora “method of disciphue 
which he thought perfectly proper and habitu- 
ally resorted to. 

to provide a discipline which shall be both 
effective and humane. Senator Hall’s bill 

makes it the duty of the sheriff and ordinary 
or officers in charge of county property to draw 
up a set of rules for the government of prison- 
ers. After the approval ‘of the judge of the 
superior court, the rules are to be printed and 
hung up in the jail whereevery prisoner can see 
thei, and they are to be read to those prison- 
ers who are unable to read. 

The bill amending the charter of 
Farmers C o-operative Manufacturing com- 
pany, Spalding county, confers on that insti- 
tution the pow ers of a savings bank, loan and 
tr ust company. This is an alliance co-opera- 
tive coneern serenined at Griftin to gin cotton 
aud manfacture cotton seed oil. The present 
capital stock of 2/5, 000 is dis- 
tributed among a large number 
of farmers who are well-to-do 
and able if they desire to increase the capital 
to §160,000, the limit tixed by the charter. It 
is a hopeful sign for the state when the farm- 
ers are able to go into the banking business. 

The report of Senator Dupree, chairman of 
tho university committes, brin; gs that institu- 
tion before tho leg’ slagnre: and provides foran 
address by the chancellor at his convenience.

In Liveryool this morning the market for spot cot- 
ton was in buyers’ favor with sales of 10,000 bales at 
unchanged quotations. Futures were 2-t4d lower, 
afterwards gaining half a point and closing steady. 
Although the weakness in Liverpool was 4 disap- 
pointment here, the strength of the market was 
shown by a loss of only two points in our market, 
and there was a good demand for all the deliveries. 
There was an imp ression early in the day that the 
bureau report would be much higher than last 
month, and a strong effort was made to depress 
prices, but despite all the etlorts made for this pur- 
pose values rose slowly but steadily three points. 
The bureau report shed but littls light on the situa- 
tion, and as we anticipated had but little etlect, the 
market closing steady at practically the same prices 
as last night. Spot cotton is strong and quotaf.ons 
were advanced i-1¢ The position of cct- 
ton is very strong, and itison)y a question of time 
when futures will ad, ance io the basis of spot Cot- 
ton. The argument now advanced agaiust this is 
that the stock of cotton here is of a low and unde- 
sirable quality, but we ean say that we have relia 
ble informa tion that the grade will average nea 
middling. The bears sneeringly deny this fact, and 
they are succeeding in keeping the price of August 
down by inspiring the belief that the cotton ten- 
dered will be refuse stuff that no one will want, but 
at the same timo the partics who are carrying tho 
stock of spot cotton, end have August contr: vets sold 
against it, are sellinne tivcir cotton trom the s2bie on 
a basis of 114¢c and buying their August contracts 
in at 11-i6 of acent a pound lower. Of course they 
do not want futures to advance, and at the moment 
the bulls seem to be withouta leader. The agri- 
culiural bureau report, which was published today, 
makes the average for June 87.6, against $6.4 last 
month and 86.7 last year. There isa gainin all the 
sfutes except Texas, which loses 5 per cent, and 
Arkansas, which loses 9 percent. The report fur- 
ther states that the early planted areas are well ad- 
vanced; that which was planted in May and that 
wiich had not germinated before the seas n of 
drouth is late and small. There was frost nearly 
through the cotton belt on the last of May and first 
of June which prevented germination already long 
delayed and arrested the growth of plants. There 
is general compluint of the efiect of a dry and cool 
season continuing through May and Into June de- 
laying germination and growth and favoring the 
prevalence of lice, West of Mississippi, aud espe- 
cially in Texas, is considered a’ wet one, and the 
June rains, coiittinuing tothe day of report, began 
at an earlier date than in the Atiantic states. Their 
efiect has been to improve the stana, which was 
very dcfective, and advanced the growth of the 
plant. The prevalence of rains left the fields some- 
what grassy on the first of July—a condition which 
a few days of sunrhine since has remedied, except 
on Aeon ations having too large an area ror the 
number of plo ws available.

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, July 10.--There was active tradingin 
wheat, and the feeling was unseitled, being strong 
at the start, but quickiy weakened and ruled lower. 
Vauzious deliveries opened from %% to 14 higher than 
yesterday's closing, but soon developed weakness, 
and prices declined 4% @2c, and closed 4c lower for 
July, and 134¢c lower for September, and 5 ce lower 
for December than the closing of yesterday. Public 
cables were decidedly strong and higher all round, 
but private cables quoted the closing market as 
weaker and prices 1d lower, with the weather more 
favorable for the growing crop.

THE SAME OLD REASON FOR AN- 


OTHER SUICIDE, 


Worth Living. 


William Shelton, a young man who has 
been employed as baggage master by the 
Georgia Pacific railroad for several years, 
tried to commit suicide last night. He was, at 
the time, walking with his uncle, John Black, 
on Flliot street. 

Mr. Black was returning to his home on 
Elliot street last night when he met his 
nephew two blocks from the house. The 
young man seemed very much excited but re- 
fused to say anything about his troubles. 

The two men walked side by side until they 
were within two hundred yards of Black’s 
house. Then Shelton stoppedand exciaimed: 
“TI am tired of life! I want to die.”’ 

He drew a paper package from his pocket 
and opened it. Black at first thought it wasa 
joke but when he saw the parcel in the boy’s 
hand he realized that it was all deadly earnest. 
He sprang to prevent Shelton from swallow- 
ing the poison but he was too late. His 
nephew slipped through his hands to the middle 
of the street and swallowed the contents of the 
package. Then he quietly walked back to the 
sidewalk and said: 

“Tn three minutes I’]] be a dead man.”’ 

Black was sosurprised that he stood still 
while Shelton walked away from him. The 
latter had not gone fifty yards, however, when 
he staggered and lurched forward and fell 
heavily to the ground. 

Although it was then only nine o’clock al-- 
most every one in that quiet neighborhood had 
retired. It consequently took Mr. Black ten 
minutes to get any one to helphim. Finally 
four men carried the young man to Black’s 
house. When the body was lifted the head 
fell back and he was apparently dead. 

Mr. Black had in the meantime gone home 
and placed a mattress on the front porch. On 
this Shelton was laid and in a few minutes he 
gave some slight signs of life. Dr. W. B. 
Parks and Dr. L. P. Stevens were sent for im- 
mediately 

Shortly before they arrived Shelton rallied 
sufficiently so say, ‘‘I have killed myself; no 
one is to blame; charge itup to me,”’ Then he 
relapsed into unconsciousness. 

After a careful examination the doctors 
were in some doubt as to what poison he had 
taken. They tried to make him tell, but he 
would only mutter incoherently. Finally the 
pupils of his eyes began to contract, aud they 
concluded he had taken morphine. All the 
emetics they gave him failed, so an eleciric 
battery was sent for, and strong shocks were 
given him. After several hours’ work the doc- 
tors had hopes of saving his life. 

Among the friends who were sent for was 
Rey. A. F. Lee, who resides at 26 Kock street. 
He said ho had known thre young man and his 
family for many years, and they were people 
of great respectability. Young Shelton fell in 
love with the daughter of the Rev. Mr. Hig- 
den, the Baptist preacher at Tallapoosa. The 
girl was very pretty, clever and fond of atten- 
tion.

JAKE MORRIS’S FUNERAL. 


A Long Procession Follows the Remains to 
the Tomb. 

At ten o’cleck yesterday morning occurred 
the funeral of Mr. Jake Morris, the dead mes- 
senger. 

It was one of the most notable funerals that 
has occurred here in a long time. 

The carriage containing Mayor Glenn 
headed the procession, followed by two car- 
riages containing the aldermen and members 
of the general council. The next two con- 
tained the pall bearers, eight in number, cone 
each baying been selected {rom the order of 
B'nai Brith, the Odd Fellows, Empire En- 
campment, Masons, Sonsof Israel, Knights of 
Ifonor, Modock Tribe of Red Men and Knights 
of the Golden Chain. 

Then came the family, followed by four 
carriages filled with members of B’Nai_ Brith, 
and the Empire encampment and the Odd 
Kellows, Masons and Red Men. 

The ceremonies were performed by Rabbi 
Reich, at the room occupied by Mr. Morris, 
and the burial was at Oakland cemetary, ac- 
cording to the ritual of the Jewish church. 

THE MATTER OF A SUCCESSOR, 

On Monday last Morris was re-elec#d mes- 
senger by the city council, with not a dissent- 
ing voice, a position that he has held so long 
and with such entire satisfaction. 

Hf{e had no opposition as there was no use 
forany one to run against him. But now 
that he is dead, there will be a large number 
of applicants for the position. 

There are already at least halfa dozen can- 
didates spoken of, and at the next meeting of 
council, the contest will be right lively, It is 
impossible to form any idea of who wiil be the 
successful candidate. 

The place is worth $60 a month, and out of 
this the late messenger managed to live com- 
fortably and left a nice legacy for his children. 

He ieft in the hands of Mr. Aaron Haas 
most of his papers, and frequently consulted 
Mr. Haas in regard to his business matters. 
Among the documents was a letter addressed 
to his daughters and dated February 12, 1583. 
This was not to be opened till his death. 

The paper is of a private nature and con- 
tains a few simple instructions to his children. 
He seemed to feel that death might come 
upon him unawares, and he wrote this letter 
so that wherever and whenever he might die 
he would leave behind this last messaze of 
loving advice and kind i instruction.
